Extort Money

Strathmore has been ia the! $rooo in $10 bills from the Imperi- 


throes of a sensation since Satur-| 


day, when two detectives, H. J. 
Brown, Winnipeg, and T. F. 
Noakes, Calgary, were arrested, 
and the man who was with them, 
J. W. Davies, Winnipeg, confess- 
ed to having stolen $1ooo0 from 
the Imperial Bank of Canada, 
Winnipeg. 


A charge against the detectives |

Public interest was first arous- 
ed in the case on Saturday even- 


that two detectives were in town 
with the object of arresting Hugh 
Williams. The focus of excite- 
ment was J. W. Esson's jewellery

some of the townspeople. After 
this the detectives went down to 
the hotel, and inthe meantime 
Constable Rogers was informed 
and went up to the rooms of the 
detectives, and asked them for 
their credentials. The only 
credentials they were able to 
show was a card bearing the 
name Central Detective Agency 
and other printed matter with the 
nam: T. F, Noakes written un» 
derneath. After seeing the card, 
Constable Rogers took them in- 
to custody. 

A big crowd watched them 
being taken from the hotel to the 
police station, and hostile demon- 
strations were made, but no 
violence was attempted. 

On Sunday night another sensa- 
tion was sprung, when the two 
borthers Williams and Stanley 
Tallimay were incarcerated, Two 
charges were preferred against 
them, one by the Constable of 
keeping a disorderly house, and the 
other of receiving $1090 knowing 
it to be stolen, laid by J. W. Davies

Witness said that the 
letter contained some common- 
places, and concluded by asking 
D.O. Willams to send the pack- 
age back to Williams, Notre Dame 
Ave, Winnipeg. When his brother 
received the letter he sent it back 
with a note asking him to see if he 
would find from the Post Office if 
a package had been received, He 
did inquire but Miss Lilly in the 
Post Office told him she had not 
seen any trace ot any package for 
Williams. Witness told Noakes he 
would help ia every way to find 
the package, and Noakes and he 
searched the room, 

Witness informed Noakes that 
he had not received the package, 
and was perfectly innocent, 

The same evening he and Noakes 
went out to see Percy Grounds re- 
garding the package, as Grounds 
had had access to the Post office 
box, They did not see Grounds 
as be was out, and they lett a re- 
quest with the boss of the camp 
where Grounds was working to 
send Grounds in next morning. 
He saw Noakes next day, Noakes 
him to call around at the 
King Edward at three o'clock. He 
kept the appointment, Noakes 
asked if he could get the $1000.

CiTy OF CALGARY MAKES GOOD 
CITIZENS OUT OF THE NEW- 
COMERS 


Civic Undertaking of Calgary in Teach- 
ing the Foreign Element of s Pop- 
ulation, is Meeting With Marked 
Success—One Way to Make Good 
Canadian Citizens. 

(By Charles Stokes) : 

The assimila.ion of the foreigner 
is one of the most interesting aspects 
of Canadian immigration. Canada re- 
ceives an enormous immigration, of 
which approximately 26 per cent. is 
drawn from. non-English speaking 
coundges, and the mere attraction of 
these Bespin to her shores is not the 
completion of her responsibilities. 


f opportunity for all is not suffic- 
ent; there must be a hospitable wel- 
come and a readiness to accept the 
newcomer, whatever natioawity he 
represents and whatever  ongue he 
speaks, aS a man and a brother, of 
his own part, the foreigner is g2ner- 
ally in fullest sympathy with any at- 
tempt to absorb him into the social, 
moral and political atmosphere of the 
Dominion, But he comes from coun- 
tries where vastly different systems 
of government have been in vogue; 
and to set the impress of Canadian 
ideals upon the heterogeneocs mass 
of which he is a unit, it is some- 
times necessary to reduce the for- 
eigner, adult though he may be, to 
practically the status of a child and 
to start right from the beginning 
again. The principal obstac!> to over- 
come is his ignorance of English. 
Once that is removed, he is 2ot only 
enabled to make a bette’ living, but 
can be taught the principles of citi- 
zenship.

Canadianization of the foreigner was 
afforded the writer at the closing ex- 
ercises of the special classes for for- 
cigners conducted by the Calgary 
schoo] board. Calgary may be called

RETAIN FREEDOM 


Germany’. Vexed Question in East) 
Africa Under Review | 

A white paper dealing with the | 
vexed question o° “serfdom” in Ger- 
man East Africa bas been drawn up) 
by the governor ofthe protectorate in 
reply to a Reichstag resolution on de- 
siring the abolition of serfdom by) 
January 1, 1920. It has been the al 
ject of much criticism in the budget 
committee from Socialist and Centre 
party deputies. It says that it would 
be a highly dangerous experiment to 
abolish the serfdom by e@ fixed date. 
The colonial secretary, Dr. Solf, fully 
agreed with this view, and was sup-! 
ported by the National Liberals. The | 
resolution is extremely unlikely to 
take effect. 

According to the German law, 
every native born after December, 
1905, is free. The mild “serfdom” 
now existing in East Africa is a sur-| 
vival of tribal warfare and of the} 
Arab conquests. In the days of the 
prosperous slave trade centred in 
Zanzibas the prisoners of war were 
sold to dealers and carried out of the 
country, but now that the trade has 
languished With the establishment of | 
European rale the serfs remain ani} 
work in the country until they can 
purchase their freedom. 

There are cstimated to be at pres- 
ent about 185,000 serfs in German 
East Africa. Their numbers are rap- 
idly dwindling and in fifteen years’ 
time “serfdom” will, it Is estimated, 
be extinct.

‘The classes (which are held at night 
and are intended for adults, not 
children) are conducted by the city 
of Calgary as a branch of ‘ts very 
liberal policy of technical education, 
and for agministrative purposes come 
under the direction of the super n- 
findent of technical education, Mr. 
‘vy. BW. Kidner,. At the, beginning of the 
lirst season, two classes were held; 
now there are eleven classes, with 
nine instructors, the attendance at 
which during the season just closed 
was no less than 407. 

The classes are in five groups— 
firstly, for beginners, consisting of 
those who have. been in the country 
under six months; secondly, for inter- 
mediate students, who have been in 
the country less than one year; third 
and fourth, advanced students; and 
lustly, a mixed class of students ut 
verious stages. The system used in 
imparting instruction is the “Beritiz,” 
which, besides being very suitable for 
any person of even meagre education, 
is almost indispensable Q(acking the 
use of Esperanto or some such uni- 
versal medium of converse) in com- 
municating with students of so many 
nationalities as this--Scaudinavians, 
Slavs, Teutons, Latins, and so forth. 
In the Berlliz system, no other lang- 
nage ts used but that which is being 
faught, and no translation is under- 
taken by the instructor. The speak: 
ing of English is the first effort and 
tlen successively reading and writ- 
ing. In the intermediate group, inter- 
esting debates have been held and 
the keenest interest has been mani- 
fested in the discussion of such top- 
ics as prohibit'on, women's sufirage 
und the advantage or disadvantages 
of city life as compared with country 


life. That French, Dutch, German, 
Danish, Swedish and Austrians can

Hail Insurance 


The rate for hail insurance in 
the twenty-three Rural Municali- 
ities comprising the Alberta Hail 
Insurance D strict, is, we are 
officially informed by W. G. 
Way, secretary of Bow Valley 
Rural Municiality, 544 cents per 
acre for the year 1914. Ina re- 
cent issue it was stated that the 
rate would be § cents per acre, 
but this information, which was 
got from a Calgary source that is 
usually well informed, was incor- 
rect. 

The amount paid for a total 
loss of crop by hail will be six 
dollars per acre, and partial loss- 
es will be based accordingly. 

On a basis of 5¢ per acre, the 
rate will be $8.80 per quarter 
section on all lands througout the 
Municipality, whether in cultiva- 
tion or not Under the previous 
methods of hail insurance with 
private companies the rate per 
acre was from 4oc to 60c per 
acre, and the reason the Munici- 
pality is able to give insurance so 
cheap is because the tax is a 
general one. 

Under the Hail Insurance Act, 
in the first year the Commission- 
ers appointed by the Municipali- 
ties figure out the probable rate 
of loss, and base the levy accord- 
ingly. Ifthe lossis greater than 
estimated, a higher rate will be 
levied the following year to meet 
it. If it is lower, the amount un- 
spent will go to reduce the fol- 
lowing year’s assessment. 

Thus the insurance is given at 
actual] cost, 

The new enactment will be a 
great boon to _— grainraisers 
throughcut the Municipalities in 


the hail insurance districts. 

Renters of farm land shou!d be 
careful to make an adjustment 
with the owners when fixing up 
their agreements, as assessment 
is payable by the owner of the 
land, and in the event of a loss the 
indemnity may revert to the own- 
er unless it 1s stated otherwise in 
the agreement between Owner 
and tenant. 


Water-Front Develop- 
ment 


“Water-front Development” wi'l 
form the theme of discussion at one 
session of the International Confer- 
ence on City Planning to be held at 
Toronto on May 25-27 next. Me 
R. S. Gourlay, representative of the 
Board of Trade on the Toronto 
Harbour Commission, will give an

They involve the filling in 
of Ashbridge bay and the establish- 
ment there of a model industrial 
district with first class railwav and 
lake transport facilities; the deeper - 
ing of the Inner harbor and building 
of new docks; and the construction ot 
a beautiful 12 mile driveway, extend-
